Dr.  Warren  W.  Brandt,  president  of  Virginia  Common- 
wealth University,  announced  on  February  6  the  appoint- 
ment of  Dr.  Lauren  Albert  Woods,  nationally  noted  phar- 
macologist and  educator,  as  vice-president  for  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia. 

Doctor  Woods,  currently  professor  and  head  of  the  de- 
partment of  pharmacology  at  the  University  of  Iowa,  will 
assume  on  approximately  July  1,  1970,  his  duties  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia. 

Doctor  Woods  is  president-elect  of  the  American  Society 
for  Pharmacology  and  Experimental  Therapeutics  and  presi- 
dent-designate of  the  Federation  of  American  Societies  for 
Experimental  Biology.  His  appointment  as  vice-president 
for  MCV  fills  the  last  of  six  VCU  vice-presidential  positions. 

In  announcing  the  appointment,  Doctor  Brandt  said, 
"Doctor  Woods  brings  a  background  of  outstanding  experi- 
ence to  this  significant  position.  As  chief  academic  officer 
of  the  Health  Sciences  Division,  his  accomphshments  in  the 
development  programs  of  nationally  recognized  stature  will 
enable  him  to  provide  a  dynamic  leadership  in  the  advance- 
ment of  the  programs  at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia." 

Doctor  Woods  has  been  professor  and  chairman  of  phar- 
macology at  the  University  of  Iowa  since  1960.  He  formerly 
was  a  member  of  the  faculty  at  the  University  of  Michigan 
for  15  years,  rising  from  research  fellow  in  pharmacology 
and  instructor  to  acting  chairman  and  professor  of  pharma- 
cology. 

A  native  of  Letcher,  South  Dakota,  he  received  his  doc- 
torate in  organic  chemistry  in  1943  from  Iowa  State  Univer- 
sity and  was  graduated,  cum  laude,  from  the  University  of 
Michigan  Medical  School  in  1949. 

Doctor  Woods  currently  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Medical  Association's  Council  on  Drugs,  chairman  of  the 
advisory  committee  to  the  drug  standards  committee  of  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  a  member  of  the 
Pharmacology-Toxicology  Review  Committee.

He  is  former  chairman  of  the  committee  for  the  examina- 
tion of  pharmacology  of  the  National  Board  of  Medical  Ex- 
aminers and  former  acting  chairman  of  the  cancer  chemo- 
therapy study  section,  National  Institutes  of  Health. 

Doctor  Woods  also  is  a  member  of  Sigma  Xi,  Alpha 
Omega  Alpha,  the  American  Chemical  Society,  the  Ameri- 
can Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  and  the 
New  York  Academy  of  Sciences. 

He  is  a  former  member  of  the  editorial  board  of  the  Jour- 
nal of  Pharmacology  and  Experimental  Therapeutics  and  a 
former  associate  editor  of  Medicinal  Chemistry. 

Doctor  Woods  received  a  certificate  award  of  the  National 
Defense  Research  Committee  of  the  Office  of  Scientific  Re- 
search and  Development  in  1945  for  participation  in  re- 
search during  World  War  II. 


Vice-President  MCV  Hospitals  Appointed 


Mr.  John  F.  Imirie,  Jr.,  has  been 
appointed  vice-president  for  The  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia  hospitals,  effec- 
tive January,  1970. 

In  announcing  the  appointment.  Dr. 
Warren  W.  Brandt,  VCU  president 
said,  "As  vice-president  for  University 


Hospitals,  Mr.  Imirie  will  function  as 
chief  administrator  of  the  several  MCV 
hospitals.  He  will  work  closely  with  the 
professionals  in  the  various  health  care 
fields  in  order  to  provide  an  effectively 
functioning  unit  serving  the  needs  of 
the  teaching  and  patient  care  programs. 


He  will  work  particularly  close  with  the 
vice-president  for  Health  Sciences  in 
determining  that  the  needs  of  the  edu- 
cational programs  are  met.  We  are 
most  fortunate  to  obtain  a  man  of  such 
broad  experience  for  this  position." 
Imirie  came  to  MCV  from  George- 
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town  University  of  Washington,  D.  C, 
where  he  was  presently  administrator  of 
Georgetown  University  Hospital.  He 
studied  at  the  University  of  Richmond 
as  an  undergraduate  from  1950  until 
1952,  when  his  studies  were  interrupted 
for  service  in  the  Korean  conflict.  After 
completing  military  service,  he  returned 
to  the  University  of  Richmond  to  com- 
plete his  degree  in  business  administra- 
tion. He  received  his  masters  degree  in 
hospital  administration  from  Columbia 
University  in  New  York  City  in  1954. 
Imirie  has  served  in  increasingly  re- 
sponsible positions  in  hospital  adminis- 
tration at  Jackson  Memorial  Hospital, 
Miami,  Florida;  Shore  Memorial  Hos- 
pital, Ocean  City,  New  Jersey;  Wooster 


Community  Hospital,  Wooster,  Ohio; 
and  at  Georgetown  University  where 
he  has  worked  since  1964.  His  mana- 
gerial experience  includes  two  years 
with  the  IBM  Corporation  in  Chicago, 
where  he  was  regional  representative 
for  medical  services. 

Imirie  was  treasurer  and  president- 
elect of  the  Hospital  Council  of  Wash- 
ington, D.  C;  was  active  in  the  Wash- 
ington Health  Facilities  Planning  Coun- 
cil; and  the  United  States  Pubhc  Health 
Service  Hospital  Advisory  Panel. 

MCV's  hospital  facilities  include  1,- 
200  beds,  an  outpatient  department, 
and  a  60-bed  self-care  unit.  Hospital 
employees  currently  number  more  than 
3,200.

During  the  influenza  epidemic  in 
1918,  the  junior  and  senior  medical 
students  at  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia were  turned  over  to  Dr.  Ennion 
G.  Williams,  the  State  Health  Com- 
missioner, who  was  also  the  professor 
of  public  health,  who  sent  them  over 
the  State  under  family  doctors  to  help 
care  for  the  sick.  I  was  sent  to  Penning- 
ton Gap  in  the  western  part  of  Virginia, 
a  coal  mining  area,  where  I  stayed  for 
three  weeks  helping  treat  the  sick.  This 
gave  me  some  experience  with  general 
practice  and  what  it  would  be  like. 

In  those  days,  there  was  not  much 
specialization  of  medicine.  It  was  dur- 
ing my  internship  at  the  old  Memorial 
Hospital  I  became  interested  in  neuro- 
logical surgery,  and  Dr.  C.  C.  Coleman 
offered  me  a  position  as  his  assistant 
which  I  accepted.  I  helped  him  in  the 
practice  of  neurological  surgery  and 
teaching  the  same  to  the  medical  stu- 
dents for  a  period  of  13  years.  Then  I 
moved  to  lacksonville,  Florida,  in  1934 
to  start  a  pioneer  practice  of  neurologi- 
cal surgery  in  Florida  and  the  deep 
south,  since  there  was  no  neurosurgeon 
south  of  Richmond  or  Atlanta.  By 
settling  in  lacksonville,  I  thought  I 
would  stop  some  of  the  neurosurgical 
patients  from  going  to  distant  clinics 
for  their  treatment.

The  Board  of  Visitors  of  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University  appointed, 
on  March  26,  Dr.  Fitzhugh  Mayo,  of 
Virginia  Beach,  Va.,  to  head  the  newly 
established  Department  of  Family  Prac- 
tice for  the  school  of  medicine  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia. 

Doctor  Mayo  has  been  in  private 
practice  as  a  family  practitioner  of 
medicine  at  Virginia  Beach  since  1956. 
Doctor  Mayo's  appointment  as  pro- 
fessor and  chairman  of  the  MCV  De- 
partment of  Family  Practice  is  effective 
June  1,  1970. 

The  VCU  Board  of  Visitors  ap- 
proved last  spring  the  creation  of  a 
new  Department  of  Family  Practice  to 
train  physicians  qualified  to  meet  the 
complete  medical  needs  of  a  family.
